PARIS —Camouflage and the de­ 
tection of camouflage have become 
fine arts those days. 
You may approach a bridge In 
the Soar valley and pull up to a 
gasoline filling station commonplace 
and normally equipped in all de­ 
tails. 
When you stop for 10 liters, 
however, you note machine guns 
covertly pointing at you from the 
pillbox that hides behind the peace­ 
ful facade. 
You s e e a group of trim little 
houses, built in native Saarland 
style, near an industrial plant. You

employees. 
1 Then you come closer and sec that 
I windows and curtains simply have 
been painted on armor plate. 
You notice a neat little tavern 
with a blackboard outside adveitis- 
ing your favorite wine. 
On closer 
investigation it isn’t a tavern at all— 
it’s a miniature fort. 
These cover-ups—in this case the 
work of German ingenuity—are in­ 
deed ingenious, but they have to be. 
Methods of unmasking camouflaged 
defenses have developed much since 
1918. 
Infrared film has resulted in dras­ 
tic revision of methods of conceal­ 
ment, and many new problems in 
hiding bomb and artillery targets 
exist today which none dreamed of 
in the World war. 
Playing Ball With Nature. 
The basic principle of camouflag­ 
ing stationary military works is not 
exotic disguises, but simple co-op­ 
eration with nature. A mound can­ 
not be made to look like anything 
but a mound, and if a gun is em- 
placed on it natural shadows are 
just emphasized to cover the added 
bulk. 
The height of camouflage in the 
World war was when British sol­ 
diers stuck papier-mache heads out 
of trenches to draw fire and hence 
disclose 
snipers’ 
positions, 
and 
moved pasteboard cutout dummies 
up and down in regular waves, like 
a football cheering section, to simu­ 
late advancing troops. 
Wilford S. Conrow, chief instruc­ 
tor during the World war of the cam ­ 
ouflage section of the army engi­ 
neers’ school of the American ex­ 
peditionary force, says that im­ 
proved photography has made suc­ 
cessful camouflage a most difficult 
problem. 
One of the most dependable m ate­ 
rials in camouflage—cut branches 
—used during the World war com­ 
pletely hid military objectives from 
opposing forces and could not be 
recognized as a blind from the air. 
Quic kly Detected. 
“But now they show up on infra­ 
red film with the texture of a living 
tree,” Conrow says, “while all the 
living plants appear to be covered 
with 
snow. 
The 
camouflage 
is 
detected immediately.” 
“The purpose of camouflage,” he 
explains, “is to enable something of 
military value to get in a position 
and stay there until it is needed 
without leaving any tracks.” 
Some of the best camouflage in 
!914-’18 was done by Germans, Con­ 
row says. He tells of one piece of 
work that covered 10 acres: 
"A wire netting was suspended 
about 14 feet from the ground and 
covered with leafless branches. Air­ 
plane photographs made by the *lr 
lies did not reveal the deception, 
but beneath those branches were 
many buildings and huge stores of 
supplies. 
The same thing tpday 
would be recognized as a blind im­ 
mediately as the result of infra­ 
red film.”

Select Quality 


Sows and Gilts 


As Well as Boar 


Special attention should be giv­ 
en to the selection of 
sows 
and 
gilts for the breeding herd as well 
as the boar, says 
New 
Madrid 
County Agent Broom. 
While only 
the best sows and gilts should ever 
be used, that is still more import­ 
ant when hog prices are low as at 
the present time. 
Some of the points to consider 
in selecting the breeding 
stock 
are: Select from a herd of prolific 
strain; Select a prolific sow 
or 
gilt from a good producing dam; 
Then of course the sow 
or 
gilt 
should be sired by a boar from a 
prolific strain. 
Sows should far­ 
row and save as many as 8 pigs to 
be profitable under average con­ 
ditions. 
This is more especially 
true when hog prices are low, ac­ 
cording to Broom. 
Another 
im­ 
portant factor is the necessity for 
sows to farrow good strong healthy 
pigs. 
These are the kind that get 
away to a good start 
and 
make 
rapid 
growth 
and 
economical 
gains. 
Pigs should average 35-40 
pounds at weaning time. 
Another point of consideration 
in the sow or gilt, is that she have 
a good normal udder. Even though 
she may farrow good litters, she 
is not very valuable unless she 
can properly take care of these. 
The pig that grows rapidly re­ 
quires less grain per 
pound 
of 
gain. 
Figures taken 
from 
the 
Missouri Experim ent Station 
re­ 
sults indicate that the hog that is ] 
the heaviest at six months of age 
is the most profitable. 
A. W. Matson, successful 
hog 
raiser, of the Gideon 
community 
told those on the 
summer 
soils, 
crops, and livestock tour that it 
is essential to have good, strong, 
prolific breeding stock that will 
produce a larger litter of healthy 
pigs. Also, that he endeavors to 
keep those growing rapidly, on a 
well balanced ration, so 
as 
to 
produce 200 pounds of pork at six 
months of age. 
New M adrid County producers 
are urged to keep the above points 
in mind when selecting sows and 
gilts for spring farrowing, 
says 
Broom. 
Keep in mind that 
the 
price outlook is not very strong 
and that it will be necessary to do 
the best possible job if any profit 
is to be made.

EFFECTIVE 


The 
Allies 
have 
intercepted 
870,000 tons of goods consigned to I 
Germany, or approximately 10 per j 
cent of Nazi annual imports. 
This j 
has been done in the first 15 weeks 
of the war and as the blockade in­ 
creases in intensity daily, the eco­ 
nomic plight of the Reich becomes 
correspondingly 
grave. 
British 
ships alone have seized some 510,- 
000 tons of commodities, includ­ 
ing 28,000 gallons 
of 
petroleum 
products which are vital to Hit­ 
ler’s prosecution of the war. 
A correspondent of 
the 
New 
York Herald Tribune in 
London 
has translated these seizures into 
commonplace terms. He finds that 
captured cotton is 
sufficient 
to 
manufacture 12,000,000 rounds of 
6-inch howitzer ammunition. Con­ 
traband hides and 
skins 
would 
make more than 5,000,000 pairs of 
army boots and fibers seized would 
provide 46,000,000 sandbags. 
He 
estimates that 600 freight trains, 
totaling 30,000 tank cars, would 
be required to transport the con­ 
traband oil, or enough to fill 
to 
overflowing the fuel tanks of every 
vehicle on the roads in the British 
Isles. 
Captured metals would till 
610 trains or 32,000 cars, and 
if 
all the contraband seized

These are 
important 
figures. 
They reflect not only the efficiency 
of the British and French fleets 
but the utter need of Hitler for 
commodities from the outside. His 
almost frantic 
efforts to obtfkin 
oil are understandable and 
ac­ 
count for his overtures to Rumania 
which may prove to be virtually 
his only source of supply. With­ 
out oil industrial Germany 
can­ 
not operate; without oil the war 
itself cannot be fought; 
without 
metals, machinery, guns, ammuni­ 
tion cannot be manufactured.

ONE SERVING 2 YEARS 


One forger is serving two years 
in prison for cashing her father’s 
assistance checks totaling $378. He 
didn’t even know his name was 
on the rolls and had received no 
benefit from any of the checks. 
A son cashed his mother’s checks 
for two years after she cLed; 
a 
husband worked the same scheme 
to keep his wife’s checks coming 
for many months after her death. 
An inquisitive postman 
caught 
that husband—he demanded to see 
the wife so she could receive her 
checks in person. 
Forgery is only one of the many 
ways found to cheat on the assist­ 
ance program. Most common meth­ 


od is concealment of financial as­ 
sets in excess of the $500 in cash 
or negotiable securities 
or

CASES OF CONCEALMENT 


Here are some instances of con­ 
cealment: 
One aged man fell dead

Another man, a Negro, collected 
$276 assistance while concealing a 
bank savings account of

member said when his name came 
before a commission meeting. “He 
used to do odd jobs for me. Sev­ 
eral years ago I asked him, jok­ 
ingly, if he had made

rangements to take care of him­ 
self in his old age. 
He said ‘Yes, 
sur, I’ve got $10,000 saved up.’ He 
surely hasn't spent all that 
al­ 
ready.” 
Investigation disclosed the bank 
account. 
He paid off. 


FORGET’ TO LIST ASSETS 


Some have farms or other real 
estate in excess of the legal maxi­ 
mum—and “forget” to mention it. 
Sometimes they deed their prop­ 
erty to a relative, then apply for 
assistance. 
Those are the tough cases 
to 
win. It’s hard to prove tney dis­ 
posed of the property just to be­ 
come eligible. 
Sometimes persons eligible when 
admitted to the rolls later acquire 
■ money or property, through

i heritance, perhaps.

RECOVER FROM ESTATES 


Death does not end a person’s 
liability for undeserved assistance. 
Where settlement of an estate dis­ 
closes hitherto unrevealed assets, 
recovery can be—and has been— 
made from the estate. 
The drive to recover all fraudu­ 
lent aid collections has been in­ 
tensified with 
the 
commission’s 
campaign to reduce payments to 
the legal minimum in an effort to 
moke its funds last through 1940. 
Leader of the drive is 
Elmore 
G. Crowe, 
commission 
attorney, 
who prosecutes all the fraud cases 
personally. 
He has the full backing of the 


commission and of Director George

“The commission has endeavor­ 
ed to give every person who has 
secured old-age assistance illegally 
reasonable opportunity 
to

restitution,” Haworth said—scores 
of the recovery 
actions

reach court because the violators 
pay up when caught. 
“The commission cannot, how­ 
ever, overlook such flagrant mis­ 
use of public funds as is involved 
in the distribution of old-age as­ 
sistance checks to persons who are 
not in need. 
* * In Missouri the 
need of old-age assistance funds 
for persons with insufficient re­ 
sources of their own is so great 
as to make any misuse of old-age 
assistance funds a matter of grave 
concern. 
“I have issued formal instruc­ 
tions to take whatever steps are 
necessary to recover for the state 
any amount paid to any 
person j 
who is ineligible to receive old-] 
age assistance."

SIMPLICITY Is an outstanding fea* 
^ ture of most good pictures. And 
an excess of detail—especially con­ 
fused detail—Is seen in most pic­ 
tures that are not up to par.

PARIS —Camouflage and th« de 
tection of camouflage have be» ome 
fine arts these days. 
You may approach a bridge In 
the Saar valley and pull up to a 
gasoline filling station commonplace 
and normally equipped in »11 de­ 
tail*. 
When you stop for 10 liter*, 
however, you note machine guns 
covertly pointing at you from the 
pillbox that hides behind the peace­ 
ful facade. 
You see a group of trim little 
houses 
built in native Saarland 
style, near an industrial plant. You 
take it for granted they are in- 
t* tided 
for 
company 
employees. 
Then you come closer and see that 
windows and curtains simply have 
been painted on arm or plate. 
You notice a neat little tavern 
with a blackboard outside adveitit- 
ing your favorite wine. 
On closer 
investigation It Isn’t a tavern at all— 
it’s a miniature fort. 
These cover-ups—in this case the 
work of German ingenuity—arc in­ 
deed ingenious, but they have to be. 
Methods of unmasking camouflaged 
defenses have developed much since 
1918. 
Infrared film has resulted in dras­ 
tic revision of methods of conceal­ 
ment, and many new problems in 
hiding bomb and artillery targets 
exist today which none dreamed of 
in the World war. 
Flaying Ball With Nature. 
The basic principle of camouflag­ 
ing stationary military works is not 
exotic disguises, but simple co-op­ 
eration with nature. 
A mound can­ 
not be made to look like anything 
but a mound, and if a gun is cm- 
placcd on it natural shadows are 
just emphasized to cover the added 
bulk. 
The height of camouflage in the 
World war was when British sol­ 
diers stuck papier-mache heads out 
of trenches to draw fire and hence 
disclose 
snipers’ 
positions, 
and 
moved pasteboard cutout dummies 
up and down in regular waves, like 
a football cheering section, to simu­ 
late advancing troops. 
W’iiford S. Conrow, chief instruc­ 
tor during the World war of the cam ­ 
ouflage section of the arm y engi­ 
neers’ school of the American ex­ 
peditionary force, 
says that im­ 
proved photography has made suc­ 
cessful camouflage a most difficult 
problem. 
One of the most dependable m ate­ 
rials in camouflage—cut branches 
used during the World war com­ 
pletely hid military objectives from 
opposing forces and could not be 
recognized as a blind from the air 
Quiekly Detected. 
•‘But now they show up on infra­ 
red film with the texture of a living 
tree," Conrow says, “ while all the 
living plants appear to be covered 
with 
snow. 
The 
camouflage 
is 
detected immediately." 
“The purpose of camouflage,’* he 
explains, “is to enable something of 
military value to get in a position 
and stay there until it Is needed 
without leaving any tracks.” 
Some of the best camouflage in 
I014-* 18 was done by Germans, Con­ 
row says. 
He tells of one piece of 
work that covered 10 acres: 
“A wire netting was suspended 
about 14 feet from the ground and 
covered with leafless branches. Air­ 
plane photographs made by the «5* 
Ues did not reveal the deception, 
but beneath those branches were 
many buildings and huge stores of 
supplies. 
The same thing tpday 
would be recognized as a blind im­ 
mediately as the result of infra­ 
red film.”

As Well as Boar 


Special attention should be giv­ 
en to the selection of 
sows 
and 
gilts for the breeding herd as well 
as the boar, says 
New 
Madrid 
County Agent Broom. 
While only j 
the best sows and gilts should ever j 
be used, that is still more Import- j 
ant when hog prices are low as at 
the present time. 
Some of the points to consider | 
in selecting the breeding 
stock ‘ 
¡ire: Select from a herd of prolific 
strain; Select a prolific sow 
or • 
gilt from a good producing dam; 
Then of course the sow 
or 
gilt 
should be sired by a boar from a 
prolific strain. 
Sows should far­ 
row and save as m any as 8 pigs to 
be profitable under average con-J 
ditions. 
This is m ore especially j 
true when hog prices are low, ac- 
cording to Broom. 
A nother 
i m - 1 
portant factor is the necessity f o r : 
sows to farrow good strong healthy | 
pigs. 
These are the kind that getj 
aw ay to a good start 
and 
make 
rapid 
growth 
and 
economical 
gains. 
Pigs should average 35-40 
pounds at weaning time. 
A nother point of consideration 
in the sow or gilt, is that she have | 
a good norm al udder. Even though > 
she may farrow good litters, s h e ! 
is not very valuable unless she { 
can properly take care of these. 
The pig that grows rapidly re ­ 
quires less grain per 
pound 
of 
gain 
Figures taken 
from 
the \ 
Missouri Experim ent Station 
re ­ 
sults indicate that the hog that is j 
the heaviest at six months of age 
I is the most profitable. 
A. W. Matson, successful 
hog 
raiser, of the Gideon 
com munity 
told those on the 
sum m er 
soils, 
crops, and livestock tour that it 
is essential to have good, strong, f 
prolific breeding stock that will 
produce a larger litter of healthy 
pigs. Also, that he endeavors to 
keep those growing rapidly, on a 
well balanced ration, so 
as 
to 
produce 200 pounds of pork at six 
months of age. 
New Madrid County producers 
are urged to keep the above points 
in mind when selecting sows and 
gilts for spring farrowing, 
says 
Broom. 
Keep in mind that 
the 
price outlook is not very strong 
and that it will be necessary to do 
the best possible job if any profit 
is to be made.

Jefferson City, December 24.— 
They used to coll them “chiselers“ 
when they collected old age pen­ 
sion money to Vvhich they were 
not entitled. 
Now the law calls them “felons” 
—and makes it stick with court 
convictions.

sion already has recovered $7488.50 
from 88 individuals who got on 
the state’s aid rolls through fraud 
and has claims pending against 25 
others for $8967.50.

SIMPLICITY la an outstanding fea* 
^ ture of most good pictures. And 
an excess of detail—especially con­ 
fused detail—1s seen in most pic* 
turns that are not up to par. 
Mark Twain once wrote: "As to 
tlio adjective; when in doubt, strike 
It o u t” T'int Is a good rule for the 
camera ueer. When your’e in doubt 
about Including some detail or omit­ 
ting It—do the latter. It’s a safer 
course. 
Nearly every picture Includes a 
main subject which should be shown 
clearly. If the background is full of 
detail, it draws attention away from 
the main subject Details in subject 
and background may even seem to 
run together, so that there Is no 
clear aeparatiou. Thus, the picture 
is spoiled. 
It Ir easy to prevent this. Often, 
a change of camera position will 
change the whole background. In 
indoor shots, the background can 
often be cleared by moving one or 
two objects— snrh as a standing 
lamp or wall picture Things such 
as this should be e’imtnated, unless 
they are proper and essential parts 
of the picturp.
